Election/Restriction 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claim 1, drawn to a composition, classified in class 524, subclass 529+. 

II. Claims 2-13, 15, and 18-19, drawn to a process for preparing a coated material, 
classified in class 427, subclass 428. 

Ill Claims 14, 16, and 17, drawn to a product, classified in class 442, subclass 59. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process, such as by mixing the constituents to form a slurry and then shaping the material into a 
liner using centrifugal force in a non-inert environment. See e.g., Allen, Polymer Concrete 
Composition Containing High Cement Content, Patent Number 5,599,857, February 4, 1997.
